"We tell England that we bate her 
rule bitterly, aa did our forefatbers 
wben tbey sheB their blood on tbia 
spot. We tell her that we are as 
mnob rebels to her rule today as our 
forefathers were in '98. We tell her 
that she can change that hatred only 
by granting freedom, and so long as 
she withholds freedom it will remain 
merely a f]uestion of pxpedieney how 
and by «liat means we will strike at 
the iH>wer tliat holds our country in 
boniiaf.'e.^' 

On Tlnirsday of last week in Dub- 
lin sixty-four rcjiresentatives of the 
districts of seventeen meavbcrs of 
the House of Commons attended a 
meeting,' of ihe National Directory of 
the I nited Irish League. John E. 
liedniond presided, and the object of 
the meeting was to organise an Irish 
I>rotest ag^nat the continuous denial 
of aelf-goTernment for Ireland. 
Great unity of purpose was shown, 
and it waa resolved to hold a series 
of monster demonstrations through 
out Ireland to indorse the declara 
tion of the national convention that 
nothinpr short of national autonomy 
will satisfy the Iriidi people ami lend 
to peace and I'oMtentnient. as well ns 
to impress mi the minds of the Knp' 
lish Htatesmen the necessity of find- 
ing some aceeptabl* Mttlement of tbe 

<|uest ion.

It is to the credit of the Stafe of 
Kentucky that in recent years it has 
taken advance steps in tbe matiter of 
regulating child labor aad for tlia 
better protection of men, women and 
children in the mines, factories and 
workabopa of the State. Kentucky Is 
not so far advanced in this respect as 
Massachusetts or some of the North- 
em States, but she is getting along 
well, and the next Kentucky Legis- 
lature will no doubt strengthen the 
liresent act. Cmler the State factory 
inspection .system, which now obtains, 
it is the fault of employes themselves 
if their workshops are not well ven- 
tilated and jirovided with sanitary 
appliances, also separate dressing 
rooms and lavatories for women. 
Thomas J. Scally, of Louisville, who. 
is attending to the inspection in this 
dty and In several other cities 
of ttie State, has performed somto 9*r 
cellent work. He has seen that chil- 
dren under age are not allowed to 
work in factories. 

The whole country seems to be 
taking an interest in child labor 
since Senator Beveridge brought tbe 
subject up In Congress. 

The national conference of char- 
ities and correction has been asked 
to use its influence toward Ihe enact- 
ment of a national law against child 
labor- l!y child labor is nieaiit that 
of children under fourteen years of 
age. The legislation which is urged 
contemplates the exclusion of "child 
made goods" from Interstate com- 
merce. The members of the con| 
enee were not given an accurate 
Inition of those goods. No such <| 
Inition has been given at any tif 
but there is need of one. Ohild/ 
bur appears in one of its moB| 
pulsive forms at tbe antjiiucite ; 
I'Bte aSAtttjfS^nsyivaniirlU _ 
itself by permitting the employment^ 
of "breaken boys." If it had not been 
dominated by the anthracite trust It 
would iKit iiave .-illowed their employ- 
ment to coiiiinue. l!ut though the 
coal is iiandleil liy boys it would be 
strctidiing a point to include it 
imoiig ■'child made goohs." The work 
if mining is done by men. Only the 
fini-liiii;r toie-lie,^ Hill to the lot of 
the "lirejilvcr hoys." There are in- 
liistries were a' manufacturer does 
lot himself employ child labor, but 
ises raw or half finished materials

loyed. One would like to know 
whether th« finished product should 

be classified as •'dhlld labor." 

.Some of the advocates of a national 
child labor law ask for the exclusion 
from inlerslale coniiuerce not merely 
of "child made goods" but the gOOdS, 
if factories employing young chil- 
Iren. If that were to be done a 
factor.v inaUiiig many kinds of go'ods 
but using ehildren in the manufacture 
of only one or two kinds, would find 
its entire product excluded from all 
markets except that of its own 
State. 

The employment of children under 
the age of fourteen can be' directly 
prohibited by tbe States. Some of 
them have prohibited it, and others 
are moving in that direction. The 
National Oovernment can not directly 
prohibit tbe employment of such cfaii- 
dren exoept in the District of 
Columbia and the Territories. It can 
act onl.v in u roundabout way throug>i 
Ihe interstate commerce clause. Di- 
rect methods are usually more effl- 
I'acious and satisfactory than indirect 
methods. liefore Federal legislati ,n 
shall lie I' soi-teil to the subject 
hould receive more thonuigh con- 
sideration than has been f,'iwn it.

On .September 22 next the Diocese 
of Fort Wayne will attain the fiftieth 
anniverMiy of Ita erection. In some 
reapects it te one of the promlnwnt 
Sees of the eoontfy. Ite first Blsbop 
was Bight B«T. J. H. Luers, D. D.. 
who was conseeraited on January 10, 
1858, and who successfully directed 
its early extension for a period of 
ov»r thirteen years, being called to 
his eternal reward on June 29. 1871- 
Next in succession was Right Rev. 
Joseph Dwenger, D. D., consecrated 
on April 14, 1872, Of the four 
Rishops of the See Ihe exceeded all 
others in point of Bcrvice many years, 
having bdan in discharge of its duties 
for iwenty-one years. He died on 
.Tanuary L'l', l-'J!. N(-\t came KiK''* 
l!cv. ,I<"i.'5< i)h Itadcmdcher. 1). D., who 
was consfcrated Bishop of Nashville, 
Teun., on .lune 24, ISs.t, when lie wa.s 
transferred to Fort \Va\no l.«y Ponti- 
fical letters of that date, and who 
(liei; .laiuiary 2, lOdo. .\nd finally the 
pre>eiii liishop. Right Rev, Herman 
.I..S. pli Alerding, D. D„ who waa con- 
secrated on November 30, 1900. The 
Catholic populsrtion of ihe diocese is 
81.000. Their spiritual wants ar« sup- 
plied by 197 priests. One hundred 
and ten churches have resident 
priests and forfy-on^. missions have 
churches. There are si.x stations and 
forty-eiflrht chapels. Religious orders 
have two seminaries. There are two 
colleges for boys and thirteen acad- 
emies for young ladies. i:ighty-two 
parishes have schools, with a total 
atteiiilance of H.i:;o. In the diocese 
are twelve hospitals and two homes 
for old ptOfte.

At Washington City a local asso- 
ciation is making a atronf effort to 
have preserved tUa former home of 
Frands Scott Key, the author of the 
*^tar Spangled Banner," in Georg» 
town. The story of the starry ban- 
ner has always proved intensely in- 
teresting, and to people of Washing- 
ton it is doubly so on account of its 
close association with the old house 
on the I'otuiac which is familiar to 
the peo|ile. The old home in George- 
town, \vliich Mr. Key left when he 
went to lialtimorc, is still standing, 
but in a disgraceful state of jircsiT- 
vation. Itecently an association was 
orfrani/eil for the jiurixise of ac- 
quiring and jircserviiig to posterity 
this liistorie <dd place. 

The old house is now verging on a 
State of decay. One parlor window 
is cut down and converted into u 
door, being an entrance to a cobbler's 
shop. Mr. Key's law office, to the 
right of the residence, is occupied 
by an Italian fruit and peanut stand. 
The howa la literally plastered with 
.signs aavertising wares of various 
ilescriptionp, white above the door 
and window of the first story is 
painted in bold letters, "The Key 
Mansion." 

A memorial association for the pur- 
chase and care of the old house was 
finally incorporated .laniiary 17 last. 
Later of fieer.s were elect ed as follows: 
Henry I!. K. MaeFnrland, President; 
.\dmir;il denrge Dewey. First \'ice 
President: Hear .Xdiniral Winfiehl 
Si-oti .^ehley. Second Vice President; 
F. S. Key Smith, .Secretary; Willllam 
D. Hoover, Treasurer. Justice Job 
Barnard and Stuart McNamara were 
elected to complete the board of five 
trustees, the by-laws providing that 
the President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer should ibe members ex-officio. 

In comparison with the amount nec- 
essary to be raised the total subscri))- 
tions received to date are insignifi- 
cant, and it is hoped that before the 
coming fall, at which time the con- 
tract for purchase of the projierty 
must liJive been completed, at least 
sufficient fiiinLs will have heen re- 
ceived that what h.is been ilone to- 
ward the pmper respect and appre- 
ciation for the memory of the author 
of the national song may be speedily 
carried to a successful termination.
